Move Made to End Trade Con­ 
tracts Covering Electric 
Bulbs. 


Cleveland, March 21.—Conspiracy in 
restraint of trade was charged against 
the General Electric Company and its 
entire apostem for manufacturing and 
distributing electric light bulbs in a 
suit filed, here Thursday by United 
States Attorney A. E. Bernsetin under 
the 
direction of 
Attorney-General J 
Daugherty. 
The suit harks back to patent rights 
claimed by tho General Electric Com-* 
pany for exclusive 
manufacture of I * ■ 
tungsten filaments used in the better 
type of electric light bulbs. The Gen­ 
eral Electric’® exclusive control 
of 
them, the petition says, virtually re­ 
sults in monopoly of the manufacture 
and sale of electric lamp bulbs. 
Would Annul Contracts 
The petition demands that a system 
of contracts between the General Elec­ 
tric Company and the several com­ 
panies engaged in the distribution of 
lamps manufactured by the company 
be adjudged a violation of‘the Sher­ 
man Anti-Trqpt law and that they be 
ordered annulled. 
The contract system, the 
petition 
says, has been created as a device to 
<tefeat the provisions of the Antb 
Trust law and prevent competition.
